AT APPROXIMATELY 2322 HOURS, I, TROOPER WILLIAMS, #10477, OBSERVED A WHITE FORD PICKUP TRUCK BEARING ARIZONA LICENSE 
PLATE CK89257, TRAVELING EASTBOUND ON STATE ROUTE 202 IN THE NUMBER FOUR LANE AT APPROXIMATELY MILE POST 17 THE 
VEHICLE CAUGHT MY ATTENTION BY DRIVING OUT OF ITS LANE WITH BOTH RIGHT SIDE TIRES IN THE RIGHT SHOULDER. AS I 
CONTINUED OBSERVATION, THE VEHICLE SLOWLY DRIFTED BACK INTO ITS LANE AND THEN CONTINUED TO DRIFT TO THE LEFT UNTIL 
BOTH LEFT SIDE TIRES CROSSED INTO THE NUMBER THREE LANE. HE CONTINUED TO DRIVE PARTIALLY IN THE NUMBER THREE LANE 
FOR APPROXIMATELY 100 YARDS HE BEGAN A SLOW DRIFT TO THE RIGHT SIDE UNTIL BOTH RIGHT-SIDE TIRES BEGAN CROSSING 
ONTO THE RIGHT SHOULDER THE DRIVER CORRECTED HIS ACTION AND MANEUVERED HIS VEHICLE BACK INTO THE NUMBER FOUR 
LANE. AS I GOT CLOSE ENOUGH TO READ THE LICENSE PLATE, THE VEHICLE DRIFTED TO THE LEFT. DRIVING ON THE LANE DIVIDER 
LINE, HITTING THE ROAD BRAIL FOR APPROXIMATELY 50 YARDS. THE VEHICLE WENT BACK INTO ITS LANE AND DRIFTED LEFT 
CROSSING THE LANE DIVIDER LINE A SECOND TIME AT WHICH POINT I INITIATED THE TRAFFIC STOP BY ACTIVATING MY EMERGENCY 
LIGHTS. 

DRIVER CONTACT: 

UPON CONTACTING THE VEHICLE ON THE PASSENGER SIDE, I IMMEDIATELY DETECTED THE STRONG ODOR OF AN ALCOHOLIC 
BEVERAGE EMANATING FROM THE VEHICLE. I INTRODUCED MYSELF AS, TROOPER WILLIAMS WITH THE ARIZONA HIGHWAY PATROL, 
AND INFORMED THE DRIVER OF THE REASON FOR THE TRAFFIC STOP. AT THAT TIME, I OBSERVED THE DRIVER TO HAVE BLOODSHOT 
AND WATERY EYES. PRIOR TO BEING ABLE TO COMPLETE EXPLAINING THE REASON FOR THE TRAFFIC STOP, THE DRIVER 
INTERRUPTED ME AND INFORMED ME THAT HE DROPPED HIS CELL PHONE AND WAS TRYING TO PICK IT UP AND THAT WAS THE 
REASON FOR THE DRIVING BEHAVIOR. THE DRIVER'S SPEECH WAS SLOW AND SLURRED AS HE EXPLAINED HIS ACCOUNT OF WHAT 
CAUSED HIS DRIVING BEHAVIOR. HE BEGAN ATTEMPTING TO PICK UP HIS CELL PHONE THAT WAS ON THE FLOOR BOARD OF THE 
DRIVERS SEATING AREA. WHILE THE DRIVER DID THIS, I WAS ABLE TO OBSERVE THE DRIVER TO HAVE DECREASED MOTOR SKILLS BY 
NOT BEING ABLE TO PICK UP PHONE AFTER SEVERAL ATTEMPTS. I ASKED THE DRIVER TO PROVIDE ME HIS LICENSE, REGISTRATION, 
AND PROOF OF INSURANCE. THE DRIVER HANDED ME HIS REGISTRATION AND INSURANCE CARD FOLLOWED BY HIS ARIZONA HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES IDENTIFICATION CARD. I ASKED THE DRIVER A SECOND TIME TO SEE HIS DRIVER'S LICENSE. WHICH HE DID. I 
WAS THEN ABLE TO IDENTIFY THE DRIVER AS COOK, DAVID, DATE OF BIRTH 05/15/1968 BY HIS VALID ARIZONA COMMERCIAL DRIVER’S 
LICENSE I RETURNED TO MY VEHICLE TO CONDUCT A RECORD CHECK OF COOK'S LICENSE. WHEN I RETURNED TO COOK’S VEHICLE I 
ASKED HIM TO STEP OUT OF HIS VEHICLE, AT WHICH POINT HE TOLD ME, "NO, IM NOT GETTING OUT". HE STATED HE WAS JUST 
GETTING HIS PHONE THAT HE DROPPED AND THERE WASN'T ANY NEED FOR THIS. I TOLD HIM THAT I NEEDED HIM TO STEP OUT OF HIS
